Education Division Gains Notoriety 


The Rancho Santiago Com- 
munity College District ranks 
12th in enrollment among 
California’s 70 community col- 
lege districts. 

It's largest division, continu- 
ing education, seldom gets the 
recognition it deserves. Few peo- 
ple really understand what it 
does outside the academic 
community. 

The division by itself, enrolls 
more students than 24 of the 70 
state community college 

. districts. Of those districts that 

@do offer continuing education 
@ programs in the state, only San 

Sprencione and San Diego have 
larger programs today. 

It offers classes at 63 locations 
in the district, two of which 
operate day and night programs 
at the Centennial Park Educa- 
tion Center and Orange Adult 
Learning Center. 

It employs 30 full-time instruc- 


‘parenting _ classes; 


non-teaching support personnel 
number 35 full-time and 54 
part-time. 

The administrative dean in 
charge is Dr. George Osborn. 
Enrollment this spring totaled 


8775 students, 53.4percent of 
of the students are taking English 


and a Second Language (ESL) 
courses. More than half of them 
are over age 30. Only 34 percent 
are US. citizens. 

What then, does continuing 
education teach? To begin with, 
it provides the adult basic educa- 
tion programs for Orange and 
Santa Ana Unified Schools 


. District, helping adults obtain 


their high school diplomas. 

It has nine mandated pro- 
grams as directed by the state— 
elementary 
and secondary remedial math, 
English and reading classes; 
English as a Second Language 


classes; classes for the handicap- — 
ped; vocational = education 
classes; older adult classes, home 
economics; and health and 


safety. 

In all, the division offers 278 
non-credit classes and 40 credit 
classes leading to a high school 
diploma. Many students are then 
able to matriculate into college 
credit classes offered by Rancho 
Santiago College (formerly 
SAC). 

According to Dr. Osborn, 
dean of continuing education, 
““Many adults in the district need 
additional survival skills, and 
Continuing Education meets this 
need in the community.” 

Both credit and non-credit 
courses are offered. Adults can 
earn high school diplomas in 
structured courses. “ can

Student Refugee Says His 
Deportation Means Death

A Rancho Santiago Community College District student refugee 
from El Salvador claims that if the United States deports him and his 
pregnant wife back to his native country, it will be a virtual sentence 
to death. 

Historians write that El Salvador has suffered through internal 
strife for a century and it continues today. 

On the surface a decade ago, the tiny Central American country 
might have seemed peaceful enough as most people went about their 
business of scratching out a living. 

Civil war is a fact of life today. There is hunger and strife and 
people, men, women and children, have been fleeing the coun- 
tryside by the thousands. 

The capitol city is San Salvador, population 350,000 people. To 
the north lies another city of 100,000 called Santa Ana, not to be 
confused with our own Santa Ana in Orange County, California. 

Since 1979 nearly a half milion refugees from this small country 
have streamed northward into Mexico and the United States, literal- 
ly fleeing for their lives. 

But now many of them today say they are being hunted down by 
the “dreaded” U.S. Immigration and Naturalization Service (INS) 
and processed for deportation back to their native country. 

One of them is Raul Rolando Velasquez Campos, 29, a member of 
a student political movement, who has been seeking asylum in 
Southern Calitornia. He and many other refugees are trying to block 
an attempt to send them back to what he feels is certain death. 


He became better known this spring in Orange County, Santa 
Ana and at Rancho Santiago College where he enrolled in the con- 
tinuing education classes. He’s been working full-time supporting. 
his wife, Gloria, who is expecting their first child. . 

The couple were arrested by the INS and are awaiting deporta- 
tion proceedings after posting a $2,500 bail. Their attorney, Ted

He estimates there are 50,000 
undocumented refugees from El 


Breast, Lung 
Cancers Rise

Breast cancer is the number 
one cause of death among 
women in the United States. 

“Last year there was an in- 
crease of one percent in breast 
cancer cases in women,” said 
Mary Jane Carbone, Coor- 
dinator for the Health Center. 

“Lung cancer is a fast second.” 

According to the American 
Cancer Society one out of every 
11 women will develop breast 
cancer at some time in her life. 
In fact, breast cancer also strikes 
men, but very rarely. 

There are various risk factors 
involved with breast cancer: 
family history of breast cancer, 
never having had children or 
having had the first child after 
age 30. 

Breast cancer is minimal 
under the age of 35, however the 
risks increase with age. - 

Women between the ages: of 


35 to 50 are encouraged to check 


themselves more often. 

Regular check ups with the 
physician, having a mam- 
mography, an X-ray of the 
breast, or self-examinatiors can 
cut down on the chances of 
breast cancer. 

“Awareness is number one, 
early detection is number two,” 
Carbone said. 

The college health center pro- 
vides cancer awareness services 


to students who want to know . 


more about breast cancer and 
other types of cancers. 

The health center furnishes a 
film on breast exams. It provides 
breast exams routinely, and a 
nurse will demonstrate self ex- 
amination with a breast model.

On the wall of his office there 
is a geneology chart that traces 
his family tree back to the 
Espinoza de los Monteros, near 
the Basque region of Spain 400 
years ago.

. home. “If I returned to my town in El Salvador. I know I would be 


recognized immediately, arrested, and then killed,” says Campos. 
The reason he would be killed is because of his involvement in a stu- 
dent movement that was outspoken in its opposition to the govern- 
ment’s repression. _ ; 

Campos is seeking political asylum in the U.S., but itis uncertain 
at this point whether or not his request will be approved or denied. 
el Don feels the judge in his case should allow him to stay in this 
country and spare his life. However, it would not be surprising if his 
request were denied, especially since the United States government 
still maintains that there is no brutality or repression in El Salvador. 

Freedom of speech is considered a major right in democracy, yet 
civilians in El Salvador who speak out against the government either 
disappear or are killed. Not only should we want to help immigrants 
like Campos, it is our responsibility as citizens in a democratic socie- 
ty. 

There is something that individuals in this country can do to save 
Campos. He is scheduled to appear before Judge Griffin on August 
6, 1985. At that time it will be determined whether or not his 
'” request for political asylum will be granted. 

His attorney feels that his case will be made stronger with public 
support. He asks that caring citizens write letters to the judge ex- 
pressing your fears that Campos and his wife, Gloria Morales 
Amaya will be deported and killed. Emphasize that their lives 
would be in great danger if they are forced to return to El Salvador.

~ letter was one of disbelief, that 


two people who claim to serve 
the student body wish to actively 
discriminate against a substan- 
tial portion of the students. The 


Kinnsey report estimated that 10 


‘percent of the population is gay 
or lesbian; thus at least 10 per- 
cent of SAC students/instructors 
are gay/lesbian. 


Their letter raises two issues, 
morality and health. As a gay 
catholic, I attend a gay chapter 
of the Catholic Church, called 
Dignity. We have no shortage of 
gay priests who happily ad- 
minister Mass to us. For Protes- 
tants, there is the Metropolitan 
Church, which also has a large 
membership. We are moral peo- 
ple. Many of us are involved 
with service industries, where 
we actively help people. Gays 
are often accused of being anti- 
family. We are not; in fact I am 
going to spend my entire summer 
with my family. I am lucky in 
that their love for me was 
stronger than their prejudice 
against gays, but many gays are 
not so lucky, thus families ex- 
clude them, not vice-versa. 


Our Judeo/Christian heritage 
is often cited as legitimazation 
for oppression of gays, yet the- 
same books which condemn 
homosexuality also condemn sex 
before - marriage, masturbation 
and the eating of shellfish. By 
these standards few SAC 
students could gonsider them- 
selves righteous. 


As for health, Troublefield 
and Prentice are so naive as to be 


a hazard themselves. AIDS is a 
disease like any other. It does not 
choose one sector of the popula- 
tion over another, and report 
show that, as in Africa where it 
is a disease against heterosexuals, 
it is spreading to the heterosexual 
population in America also. 
Being gay is not simply a per- 
son’s private sexual practices, as 
their letter suggests, but rather it 
‘is a way of life. Due to the bur- 
den of discrimination we face 
daily, our total invisibility and 
our history of oppression, we 
have found ways to live normal 


lives. that heterosexuals do not - 


see. There are networks of gay 
doctors, lawyers, business _peo- 
ple, etc: Sonie of America’s finest 
minds have been gay, for exam- 
ple, Walt Whitman, Tennessee 
Williams and Truman Capote. 

A gay student group on cam- 
pus would not, as Troublefield 
and Prentice suggest, attract 
more gay students. I was a 
member of a gay student group 
at a university. We functioned as 
a support group, to help each 
other with the depression and in- 
stability we often face as a result 
of rejection by heterosexual 
society. We probably saved at 
least one person from suicide. 
‘What more valuable service 
could a student group offer.
